My dear Kirby: 

I have read the manuscript of your book "Is War Ever 
Justifiable?" and as you suggest I am going to write you my 
criticism of it. I have been so busy that I have not been 
able to get this Job done by the 29th as you hoped, so my 
criticism may not be of any value' in the revision, if you 
contemplate making one. I think I ought to say at the start 
also that the more important criticisms of your line of argu- 
ment which suggest themselves to my mind oould hardly be aade WT"' 
by a revision as they are directed at your fundamental method 
of approach, rather than at details of the process. Now let me 
tell you my general reactions and then I shall mention details. 

First,,if you will just forget the title for a moment, 
which seems to have very little connection with the argument,- 
taking the argument by itself, the first two points are the 
best summary I have ever seen of the gains and losses of the 
World War from a Christian point of view. The first two points 
constitute an admirable piece of work and you have made out a 
good case as far as this war was concerned for the position 
that it was not worth what it cost. 

You have made out a good oase for the position that 
the next war "should by every means be avoided”. You have listed 
under point three a number of very desirable steps toward the 
prevention of war. Your argument; under point four is clear but 
I do not think it comes to grips with the situation closely 
enough for a reason which I will state later. I do not feel 
that you discuss your title at all except in the fourth point. 

The great weakness, of course, is found in the word "ever". "Ever" 
gives the title more punch but the punch comes at the' esqpense of 
consistent reasoning. 

Further in the way of general criticism. The difficulty 
as I see it in the book as a piece of logical reasoning is that 
you have attempted to discuss two different propositions. One, 
the cjuestion is the recent World War worth what it cost? Second, 
should the churches renounce war as sin. I believe your first 
point has been made. I doubt personally whether your argument on 
the second is entirely convincing because on the second point you 
generalize briefly over the whole experience of war on the basis 
of the data which you have developed only in the oase of one war. 

If you would say, how can war -under such conditions as 
those of the recent World War be anything but a sin I believe that 
a vast deal of intelligent opinion will go with you. You can argue 
moreover that wars from now on must be under such conditions and 
with such involvements as characterized the recent war. If you 
spent time on showing what from now on must be the nature of war 
without dragging in the inference that all wars of the past have 
been evil and have never done anything to advance any good cause 
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you will get farther. You see you have me convinced hy your 
first three points and then you lose me on the fourth point 
because you feel called upon to develop the line of argument 
of absolute pacificism. I think I represent what you would 
call ’’hard boiled Christian opinion". Why don't you convince 
me, Kirby, that this past war was largely a failure as far as 
Christian ideals are concerned and that the next war must be 
a much worse failure, and that, therefore, because of t nature 
of war as we experience it today the churches ought to renounce 
it as a sin. Talk to me in these terms and my mind runs along 
with you. 


Your fourth point as now written up raises so many 
theoretical questions in my mind that I begin to distrust 
your general line of reasoning which had previously seemed very 
plausible. In other words, I wish you could organize this 
splendid argument so that your discussion will relate to the 
condemnation of the next war and will base your condemnation 
specifically on the data you have turned up in regard to the 
last war. 


The second point of a general character I mention be¬ 
cause you yourself have suggested it in your preface. I do 
not believe that you pacifists have yet grasped the fact that 
as crisis comes on, as the alternatives are developed, the 
situation shapes itself so that war becomes seemingly at the 
time being the lesser of two evils. You never have an actual 
choice in public life between an absolute ideal and a hellish 
alternative. You have a choice between two things that are 
more or less evil. Take your own experience now with the 
league of Nations. We are where we are today in the world because 
the social liberals and radicals as well as the most militaristic 
conservatives fought the League. The League was full of iniquity 
but in the actual situation with the alternatives that were the 
practical alternatives in the world it was better than no League 
at all, but some of our best people very prominent in movements 
of social Christianity spoke positively and constantly against 
the League. As a result, in my own humble way of thinking, we 
are vastly worse off today than we would have been had America 
joined the League. 

Now I feel that those who write from a pacifist point 
of view have got to face the concrete situations in which people 
have to make a decision and study those concrete situations more 
carefully as they write upon these questions. You may have a 
good many people who feel pacifistic right now but as time goes 
on that feeling wears off and the forces that make for internation 
al tension remain constantly at work and finally the feeling of "nc 
more war"gives place to the feeling of'one more war 1 *. 

Now let me mention certain details. First, your title. 
Your title at once gives the impression that this book is written 
by a thorough going pacifist. You do not need to convert the 
thorough going pacifist. You want this book to be read by people 
who are not pacifists. You desire, I take it, to convert the 
unconverted. If so, don't advertise this book as a book of 
absolute pacifism. The present title does. You, yourself, 
advertise that fact in your preface. I wish for the sake of the

effectiveness of the work that you would not tell people 
that this book is written from the point of view of a 
conviction that "no follower of Jesus should ever sanction 
or participate in war." 

I also question the advisability of your saying 
that France is the supreme menace to the peace of Europe. 

That question will alienate some people that you want to 
convince. In other words, do not alienate the sympathies 
of great blocks of readers in your preface, and after all, 
the menace of France is not the supreme menace. You have 
a total situation which may produce a France at any time and 
it is against that total situation that you are arguing and 
it is in regard to the total situation that you want the 
church to take action. 

Further as to the style and content. You have a 
vast number of quotations. I feel that a -vas^t number of 
these could be omitted without losing anything from the, 
consistency of the argument. I wish you could get -eu^the 
references from which the quotations of E. D. Morel are 
taken, because you know that Morel wae**pacifist and opposed 
to war and quotations from Morel and Nielson are no more 
effective than Morel and Nielson themselves are. Again, 

I am thinking of the effectiveness of the book and not of 
accuracy or fact. I am not expressing doubt as to the 
accuracy of Morel's quotations from Haldane and others. 

I think that the distinction you draw between 
leaders and people is not valid e nl y as far as causes are 
concerned. 

I find too many adverbs such as "vastly", 
"enormously", eta., which tend to indicate that you are 
interested in making as much of a showing out of your quota¬ 
tions and your facts as you can. Your facts and quotations 
are strong enough without trying to decorate them with such 
adverbs as I have mentioned. I think you could improve the 
style of the document if you went through it and cut out a 
number of these adverbs. 

I also had the feeling that there were too many 
quotations. Such long quotations as that from E. S. Baker, 
pages 24, 25, and 26 I do not believe add a great deal. 

The authority for the quotation^ from Mr. lloyd George on 
page 30 would be assuring. I felt that in the matter of the 
causes of the war especially you massed more quotations than 
were necessary. 

On page 38 you ask the question as to why the 
gains of the war could not be secured in some other way. 

I do not believe that you answer that question specifically. 
You present the losses over against the gains and show us that 
we have lost more than we gained, but you do not show that the 
specific results which are mentioned as gains could have been 
secured in some other way. 1 have made a note on page 46 
in regard to the property losses of France and Belgium. I 
do not think that Keynes would allow the figures which you 
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mention for those two nations. That section on the losses 
of the war is very good and I think it is the strongest 
section of the book* 

1 think the third section, "How can further wars 
be prevented" is a useful summary, but I do not think that 
it advances us very far. The Drago doctrine^ I do not believe 
is an answer to the problem of foreign Armaments 

as you show yourself rest on fear and there is no way of 
removing fear that you propose. You do not advocate tor 
instance, a treaty of alliance between Great Britain and the 
United States in the support of Prance. How are you going to 
remove the fear? It is there as a huge undisguisable fact. 
Exhortation will not do it. Only definite and specific 
plans which meet the menace that the fearful nation con¬ 
templates can give us a beginning toward the removal of fear. 

I felt that you had a good deal on the league, probably more 
than was justifiable in view of the scale of your general 
treatment. The heart of the whole thing from a Christian 
point of view I think is found on page 86 - the creation of 
an international mind. Then you state that the "concrete 
measures for the creation of an international mind are 
yet to be formulated in any comprehensihia manner. I believe 
that this is the step with which we as Christians are most 
vitally concerned. 

In regard to your fourth section I think the details 
under your first point are rather numerous. I agree with you 
that there is a contradiction between military methods and 
Jesus' way of life, but I also feel that that condition of 
contradiction extends through so much of human life and that 
we have so many involvements which are partly good and partly 
evil, that a perceived contradiction does not settle the issue 
in any concrete situation. 

The paragraph at the middle of page 94 is a strong 
paragraph. On page 95 your first paragraph reveals your 
consciousness of the issue which I pointed out in the beginning 
of this letter. If you will argue the case for future wars 
on the basis of this present war and do not discuss the 
universals then you have a very consistent line of argument. 

The weakness about the third point "War is Unnecessary" 
is the discussion on the apparent basis that wars are conscious¬ 
ly planned. As an actual fact, they are the result which 
represents the convergence of many forces. The alternative 
is not that mankind is insane but that mankind is ignorant 
as to how wars happen and in the second place that mankind 
rather likes some things which have been associated with war. 

The argument at the bottom of page 97 is not sound 
because moral factors were weighed in the balances only as 
they produced effects in terms of physical force. The 
militarists would all agree with you dn the influence of the 
imponderables. As to the effectiveness of non-cooperation, 
that of course is a question of fact and of opinion. 
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I have already written more than you ought to 
read. Let me reiterate in conclusion my most important 
conviction. I believe the greatest weakness of the book 
is the flitting back and forth between the particular and 
the concrete on the one side and th^ universal on the 
otherk I wish that you would argue that the next war 
will not be justifiable in view of the experience we have 
had with this one and in view of the fact that we have 
made no reasonable effort to avoid the next one. 


Second, exhortation to renounce fear and adopt 
love will not get us far in this field. We have got to 
produce situations where fear becomes unnecessary and love 
becomes normal. 


I am sorry that it has taken me so long to get 
this out of my system but this book came in on me at a 
very busy time and I have had to write this letter by piece¬ 
meal. Do not allow anything that 1 have said to obscure 
the fact that I am deeply grateful that you have organized 
this material for us. I shall value the book and be very 
glad to circulate it among our students when it comes out.

My dear Doctor Page:- 

Your letter of September 2nd from London, at hand. I have 
read the letter with very great interest. 

I note what you say concerning the relationships existing betwe®n France 
and Germany. Your statement of all the valuable evidence that you have been able 
to examine has convinced you beyond a shadow of a doubt that a result of her 
fear and hate France is determined to crush Germany completely. Of course 1 can 
understand the fear and hate on the part of Franceand I can understand that France 
would be greatly interested in at least mantaining'the upper hand over Germany. 

I do not know, however, whether it would be exactly correct to take the evidence 
secured in England, or in other words, to take the English interpretation of the 
situation at 100 %. I happened to have been born under the British flag and know 
something of the temperment of that people. 

I imagine England is somewhat fearful of France herself and her conclu¬ 
sions might be colored. I am making no plea for France, because I think she has 
sinned in this matter and is exacting the pound of flesh in a way that she ought 
not to do.. 


On the other hand, I have felt all along that if Germany had made any 
honest attempt during the first year or two after the war to pay her reparation 
bills to France, this difficulty never would have arisen and the hatred of France 
would not at this time be so pronounced. Because of the action of Germany during 
the first years, France became settled, at least in her own mind, that Germany 
never expected to pay and she would be compelled to force payment. As I remember 
it, the English people rather have sided with Germany in the reparation matter 
from the beginning. 

Of course my ideas have just been picked up, without any real study of 
the situation, or witnout being associated with any of the French or British people 
particularly on these points. But whatever the cause may be and whichever may be 
most in the wrong or in the right, a terrible situation prevails in Europe. 

You say the experiences of this summer have fully convinced you of the 
desirability and inevitability of the League of Nations if European civilization is 
to endure. Of course I have been in favor of the League cf Nations, at least in 
some modified form, from the beginning. I have had a very pronounced feeling that

America in her relations to Europe sinoe the war has refused to shoulder the 
obligations that belong to her. I have felt that if America had gotten into 
the situation from the beginning, a different condition would prevail at the 
present time. Whether correot or not, I have in my own thinking charged up 
a great deal of the present condition in Europe to our own Republic. I do not 
know whether it would be too late for Amerioa to enter in and accomplish much 
now, however, I still believe that she could immediately modify the conditions 
for the better of the whole European conflict. 

I note the suggested title and chapters for the book which you are 
expecting to write. I think all of them are very significant and I also 
think if they can be put up in good form, which I think you oan do, it ought 
to make a very fine contribution to war literature. 

Thank you for the privilege of this letter to make use of in any way 
that seems good. 

Wishing you very great success in the matter of your book and with 
kindest regards, I am.

Dear Kirby: 


1 am delighted you oan come on Sunday. It seems a supremely 
good time for us to have Just what you can bring to us on the question of 
lifer. There is a growing sentiment here about prohibition, and we expeot 
both the undergraduates and the authorities to take action before long. The 
psychological moment does not seem to have arrived, but if we can prepare 
the ground by making men think in large social terns 1 believe we will have 
done a good deal. My suggestion is that you speak on the question, "What 
shall we do about war? M I should like to put it, "Is war ever Justifiable?" 
but 1 do not believe 1 could get the President to read that notice in chapel 
and it might start off with a prejudice against us if we used quite so 
challenging a subject. If we deal with the thing as a problem under the 
former title I think you can be Just as honest and frank about what you 
thlxik but we may have the crowd a little more with us at the start. 1 feel 
this is a very real opportunity. We will probably have about 100 men out, 
which isn't as big as it ought to be, but if we get some conviotion on the 
question of war they can start a good deal by talking with other men. It 
seems to me it will help if you will mass your indictments against war at 
the outset, and then go ahead. You are used to the kind of opposition 
you will get. 


You can leave New York at 5:05 on Sunday and reach Princeton 
Junction at 6:11, where 1 shall order a taxi to meet you. Come straight to 
my apartment at 116 Nassau Street and we shall have a chance for a bite of 
supper before we go to the meeting. 

It will be immensely good to have you, and we greatly look 
forward to it. 1 have long wanted to get you on this campus and this seems 
an extremely good time. 1 am delighted you can come.

10. IF at any time after one year from the date of original publication of 
said book, in the judgment of the Publisher, the publication of a cheap edition 
should be deemed advisable and desirable, the Publisher may conclude arrange¬ 
ments for the publication of such an edition, sharing with the Author in equal 
parts all royalty income derived from such sale; but in no case shall the royalty 
income to the Author be less than five cents per copy.

My dear Miles* 

As strange as it may seem to you, I am busy this 
week. It never happened before and I shall see to it 
that it never ooours again but this particular week 
1 AM BUSY, 

I am very muoh interested in your letter of 
October £2nd concerning the possibility of the establish¬ 
ment of a National Guard unit in Dayton. 1 wish that 
I had a whole day to oonoentrate on an outline as to the 
reasons why this is unwise. Unfortunately I have just 
a few hours in the city before leaving for three weeks. 
All 1 can do, therefore, is to give you a few scattered 
first impressions. I assume that anything I do after 
my return will be too late so here goes. I am against 
the proposition for the following reasons: 

1. There is no permanent security in military force. 
Upon this point we can now be absolutely certain. The 
experiences of the last decade have removed any possibil¬ 
ity of doubt on this point. Military establishments 
certainly do not do the job they are supposed to do* 

2, Chi the oontrary, huge armaments are the ohlef oause 
of fear and inevitably result in oounter-armaments. year 
is at the bottom of most of the trouble in the world 
today. It is utterly futile to talk about removing 
this fear so long as the nations are heavily armed, 

3, The presence of military establishments with 
large numbers of military officers tends to perpetuate 
the militaristic spirit and strengthens the deification 
of physioal force and destroys confidence in other moans 
of solving International questions. 

4. The maintenance of military foroes diverts funds 
from more productive uses. The amounts spent for 
military purposes could be used to better advantage 
in other ways. 

6. The United States has no actual enemies and the 
maintenance of a large army is wholly unnecessary. 
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6. our fortunate geographic location places us under 
a special responsibility to take the lead in the dis¬ 
armament of the nations. We sure less afraid and 
have fewer menaoes than any other great nation in the 
world and for this very reason we are obligated to 
take the initiative in disarming. 

7. The presence of national Guard units are an 
aggravation and a temptation in times of Industrial 
crisis and often lead to violence* 

Much of what I have said does not have full 
application with reference to National Guard units 
but as a matter of faot in timea of emergenoy there 
is very little distinction between State and National 
military forces. 

I am afraid that this is not worth very rauoh 
to you but it is the best I can do under pressure.

I am impelled by tlie reading of your report letter of 
August 31 to offer a few blunt comments: 

1, Europe spent years with her eyes open planning for 
the bloody 4 years' war dance, had it, and now must 
pay the fiddler, - in full. There is a law of 
cause and effect which is operating here as it does 
in other directions. The fact that the component 
parts of the phenomenon are so numerous, titanic 
and complex makes it ^gwLfficult if not impossible 
for the mind to graspHSut this law operates just the 
same* The effect may be even worse than the worst 
picture you can draw - and you have been both kind 
in your judgements and moderate in your statements. 

But as I see it nothing or nobody inside or outside 
Europe can circumvent the fatal sequence of events. 
Therefore, while your travels rnay result in provid¬ 
ing interesting observations and points of view, that 
is all that may be expected. If any deflections 
occur in the drift of events, they will have to be 
brought about by Europeans themselves. 

2, Europe is getting a lot of unasked for advice, -j&efirt 
o f it unasked ~ i r o:is » What Europe would like from 
America for from any other country which has it in 
sufficient quantities) is money, nothing else, 

3, What Europe would do with outside money secured 
through loans, cancellation of debts, funding, gifts, 
or any other source is probably to spend it mostly 
for military purposes. In my opinion much of the 
food relief funds provided to Europe by America 
since the war did nothing more than free that much 
money for other and less worthy purposes.

• Europe, is suffering from the natural after effects of 
the war hut generally speaking she has not learned 
anything* Her point of view remains unchanged. 


5. Europe is a squeezed-out lemon - and it surprises me 
to note the disproportionately large amount of time 
and thought being given to Europe (as evidenced by the 
total footage of newspaper space) in comparison with 
Asia. Here things are not finished but in the making. 

I think the center of world affairs is shifting from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. The eyes of America are 
turned in the wrong direction. Instead of facing West 
for what lies ahead they are turned East and looking 
after what's gone. 

6. It's a splendid sight to see how America is trying to 
find the light to guide the world, to give so generously, 
to sympathize so deeply in the twilight zone in which 

we are all living. To me it's the semi-darkness which 
causes her to advance and on second thought to retreat 
and always to halt over such perplaxing things as the 
league. Gan you blame her? 


7. Europe is not convinced that plain every day work is one 
means of improving her lot. Politics and diplomacy 
come first and explain to me much of what has happened 
since the war. If this opinion is correct, America is 
perfectly justified in pulling out of European affairs 
and staying out. America has been a faithful milch cow 
long enough, let her feed her own calves.

Prom Fosdick's introduction right 
thru to the offer on the last page.' Please send me $3.00 worth 
of 'em for a starter — and be sure to have them here by the 
10th, so that I may distribute them on the 11th. 

I am already stewing over the preparations for the llth — 
there is so much to say, the challenge is so urgent, and there 
is So little time to say it. We are to have a big service in 
the Church in the morning, which I am trying hard to get the 
people to attend; and then a community service in the theater 
in the evening. And above all I want to get the people to 

read this book; if so, they cannot help thinking deeply on 
the subject. 

Arthur E Holt, of the Social Service Department of our 
Congregational Education Society, has asked a small group of 
us here in Hanover to prepare a Fellowship Course on the Inter¬ 
national question. Have you seen the courses they have already 
J>ut out — one on the use of the Bible, and another, on Industry? 
Jerome Davis is much interested, and we are thinking we might 
set to work on it. Provided that we may have free access to 
the material which you have so exhaustively gathered and presented. 
Better yet. If you would prepare the course! I.e., it seems 
to me the problem is simply to put in different form, to meet 
this specific need, what you have already put before the people 
in this book, and in The Sword and the Crodd. 

I should greatly appreciate your suggestions and advice 
in the matter. We put thru the National Council a resolution 
committing our Churches to an Immediate program of education 
against war; but provided no machinery for doing the Job. That 
is why I am mixed up in it. We want to move quickly, but 
do not want to lose anything in effectiveness; and therefore 
we need all the wisdom there is.

My dear Dr. Eddy: 

I have just returned from finishing the sories of 
conferences on international relations, which were exceedin^Ty successful 
all the way through. With two exceptions, every meeting was well at¬ 
tended on the circuit -jr 1 and there was interest far beyond my expectations. 
Of course, the meetings which you attended were the biggest and best of 
all, owing to two things, first, they were in the large cities where we 
had full time paid secretaries and greater interest worked up, and in the 
second place, you were a drawing card far exceeding any one speaker. 

I want to express ray appreciation for your good work. 

You have exceeding great power before a crowd, not only in the massing of 
facts which you present, but in the persuasiveness of your delivery. 

People are always held, lifted and inspired, as well as informed. The best 
meetings we had were the ones you had the prominent part in* 

No indeed, Mr* ^olhy made absolutely no opposition to your 
message. He was shouting your praises to the very end, end very graciously, 
as you know, suggested he could not hold the crowd as you could and wanted 
to speak first for that reason, v;hich worked out better as you know. You 
need have no anxiety at all. Mr. Colby and I both felt you did a very very 
wonderful piece of 'work and I personally am exceedingly pleased that you 
volunteered to give us some more of your time in the spring in connection 
with our other meetings. I am sure we can get you a hearing anywhere at 
any time with a little time for notice such as we had. 

Now regarding Mr* Page. I regret very much that matters 
turned out as they did. I presume that I should have been wise enough to 
have foreseen and preveni/eghe occurence^ but I was not* Mr* Page is an 
entirely new type of man in my experience and I certainly did not understand 
hJm. I have had dealings with a good many varieties of men on different 
occasions but he goes beyond Buy in his fervor and enthusiasm for his ideals. 

lie had some correspondence which he interpreted one way and 
I interpreted another* Of course, I knew tbst no organization would want 
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to be connected up with the promotion of the extreme pacificism which Mr. 

Page believes in. It would be disastrous to our organization end would be 
disastrous to the League of nations N 0 r-Pertisan Association. Ibile there ' 
was no opposition to his mentioning his pacificism, yet to make that the only 
thing in his ma 5_n address would cripple our-work as well ns the cause of the 
League of Nations. His afternoon address in each case could not have been 
better, according to my iudgment as well as the judgment of Mr. Colby, but 
his evening address he gave exclusively, or so much so that the other^was 
insignificant, to his extreme pacificism. We had considerable talk with him 
•vith°the hope that he would make that a minor part instead of a major, but he 
felt he could not do it and be true to his convictions. 

Ihile I was willing to go on and make the best of it even though 
I thought it unwise, Mr. Colby indicated he would have to quit because of 
the reflection it would make upon their organization. If he quit, it certainly 
would have been disastrous to have gone on and Mr. Page very willingly and in 
the finest kind of spirit, for which I honor him much, withdrew. 

Mr. Colby honors Mr. Page and respects him, as I understand it, 
but felt the impracticability of trying to put on a campaign under the 
auspices of the organizations which were backing it standing for extreme 
pacificism, which, in the opinion of most people at least, may he a good, 
ideal, but stands little chance of preventing war in any immediate future 
and would, seriously handicap bringing about the entrance of the United States 
into the World Court or League of Nations in tending to emphasize it in the 
place of them. 

I regret that the matter turned out as it did hut as I see it 
no one is at fault# It is simply one o* those circumstances which arise 
because lack of information and understanding. I am sincere in my belief 
and hope that it will not interfere with our cooperation in the future, now 
that there is understanding.

Pear Kirby, 

In the limits of the available time it is not possible to give an 
adequate criticism of your article on "What are the Churches Doing about 
Social Problems'*. The following snapshot reactions I pass on merely for 
what they are worth. I incline to think that the discrepancy between the 
first part of the article and the last part is (too great. That is, in the 
first part you make a terrif^aarrai^imont of the churches. ( In the latter 
part I think you appear toowhitewash the'churches'. Of course 
your subject is limited in that you are speaking about churches instead of 
Christianity. If you could speak of what Christianity is doing you would 
of course enumerate the enormous constructive work which is going on under 
its inspiration outside of the churches. With reference to the paragraph 
on the National Conference on the Christian Way of Life I questioij whether 
it is quite accurate to speak of ourselves as even a"seini-official agency. 

I think its status is njholly unofficial. If you don’t mind I wish you would 
leave out reference to the staff of six trained workers as the greater part 
of the work thus far has been done by volunteers and the genius of the enter¬ 
prise is group work by ordinary people rather than the products of employed 
experts. It might be a good idea to indicate that the movement is an at¬ 
tempt to encourage the average citizen individually and in groups to try and 
find for themselves the Christian way of life in industrial, racial and inter¬ 
national relations and opposes the old-fashioned theory that a group of ex¬ 
perts in one part of the country can discover what the Christian way of life 
is for the average citizen in another part of the country. It is tentatively 
making the assumption that the inquiry-motive should displace the indoctrina¬ 
tion-motive. 

Finally the implication of your last paragraph if left as it is would 
be resented and rightly resented by every thoughtful social worker. You seem 
to blame the social workers and say that it is up to them to return to the 
churches. Could not you get in the same challenge by suggesting rather that 
if the churches could only so put their.houses in order as to win back the 
consecrated social workers who have turned away from the churches in despair 
they would be a powerful aid, etc., etc.

Bear Sherwood: 

I have just had a good talk with Sam Oavert with regard 
to their campaign for German relief. From what he tells me 1 \\ 

gather that they are going to take the tiling very seriously and \ 

are going to make a nation-wide appeal and put on a nation-wide \\ 

campaign for funds. I questioned him closely as to the relation¬ 
ship of their oampaign to that of the Quakers under the leadership 
of General Allen. He says that they have talked' With Wilbur ' 

Thomas and other Quaker leaders and th?-it the Quakers are very 
eager to have the Federal Council launch a nation-wide campaign. 

The Federal Council proposes to make a general appeal and suggestion 
to the churches that money be sent in through one of four or five 
channels, i.e., through the Federal Council direct, the Quakers, 
the Lutherans, or one or two other agencies. The money that 
the Federal Council receives direct would be administered through 
the Quakers and other agencies on the field. That is to say, 
the Federal Council campaign would not be a competing oampaign 
but a supplementary one. The most important aspect of the 

Federal Council's campaign, as I understand it, would bo its 
educational value. They would send out a huge quantity of 
information concerning conditions in Germany. 


I have the impression that perhaps such a campaign is 
really the most effective way to influence American public opinion 
concerning conditions in Europe. It would probably be easier to 
overcome suspicion and break down prejudice in this way than any 
other. Cavert says that Hoover told a small Committee that he 

had positive proof that within three months there would be 
fifteen million people in Germany living under famine conditions. 

The need is beyond any power of exaggeration and is likely to get 
steadily worse. Hoover thinks there is a possibility of getting 
the government to make a large appropriation for this purpose. 

Cavert brought very heavy pressure upon me to give at 
least half of my time as Director of this oampaign during the 
next three or four months. He says that they have nobody else 
in sight and that the thing they want done cannot be done by a 
professional money raising organization. H9 is in full sympathy 
with my regular program but says he feels sure that this campaign 
will promote the very thing that I am seeking to do in my own work 
and will do it on a very much bigger and more effective scale. I 
am rather inclined to agree with him. If I did aocept this offer 

to become Director of their campaign it would mean that my main 

work would be to oonvince the churches of America that they ought to 
help the starving Germans. One of the important phases of it would 
he the preparation of effective pieces of literature to be sent out 

to 150,000 Protestant pastors. I am inclined to believe that 
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I could do more by giving throe months to this oaapaign than any 
other way. 


After you have had time to think about it a little, will 
you not send me a wire oxpressing your own frank opinion as to how 
you feel about it. I havo not reached a definite decision by 

any means but have simply thought out loud in this letter*

My dear Kirby Page: 

you and I differ somewhat in our interpretation 
of social events. Let me present my case briefly. 

1. You note, "A very marked change of attitude 
toward war" going on in the church. Of course there is. This 
is the normal reaction of intelligent people through a period 
of struggle and chaos. The same reaction follows every war. 

2. When the next war comes in America it will be 
fought in the interests of the group that happens to be running 
the country at that particular time. Probably it will be the 
owners of large industrial properties. 

3. These same people contribute generously to 
various phases of religious activity. In many instances they 
are the leaders or directors of religious organizations. Of 
course they will be for the war. It will be their war. I do 
not mean that they want war. No intelligent person ever does, 
but when it comes they will accept it and support it. 

4. This is necessarily true of every social enter¬ 
prise which depends for an income or for any form of support on 
a source outside of itself. 

I do not mean by this to discourage the activities 
of those people who are carrying on anti-war propaganda in the 
churches. It is all good educational work and more power to them. 
We may as well realize,however, that just as the church supported 
slavery during slave times so it supports war during war times like 
every other institution of an established order, "it must go along" 
or perish. 

My conclusion of course is that we need a new social 
order in which there will be no class or group that has a vested 
interest in wars or their result.

I only discovered last night that I had neglected 
to reply to the inquiry of November 23 about having books on 
sale at the Women’s Club Meeting in Winnetka. By all means 
bring them along for this purpose. 

This got by in view of Mrs. McKinney's and my 
working separately on your appointment,an d part of the 
correspondence has been in her hands and part in mine with 
the result that is always risked when there is a divided 
responsibility. I hope nothing else of importance has got 
through our fingers in the same way. 

As matters stand now, you are to speak on Monday 
evening, the 10th, at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Ferry 
on SheridanRoad, Winnetka. They have sent out the invitations 
to something like 265 people. Almost all of these, however, 
being single invitations to a man and his wife. The in¬ 
vitation has been sent on their own personal visiting card 
with a hand-written notation "To meet Mr. Kirby Page of New 
York who will speak on 'War — Its Causes, Consequences and 
Cure'." There will be a reference made to this occasion in 
the "Winnetka Weekly Talk"' which is our village paper coming 
out Saturday, the 8th. 

A meeting is being arranged in Evanston for Tues¬ 
day afternoon, December 11, by Rev. James Stifler, D.D., 

pastor of the First Baptist Church, a very good friend of 
mine. I am not sure whether this meeting will be in the 
church or in a private hone. He has read your book} is in 
entire sympathy with it, and preached a sermon the Sunday 
following Armistice Day )(your book reaching him in the week 
following Armistice Day) in which he declared himself as never 
again willing in any way to add his blessing to a war, or to 
let his influence be used in behalf of promoting one. 

He greatly regrets his inability to arrange a 
meeting on the evening of the 12th, which is his regular prayer 
meeting evening, and which he does not feel he can set aside

for this sort of a purpose. 

The meeting at the Women’s Club on Tuesday evening, 
the 11th, in Winnetka, was announced in last Saturday's issue 
of ’’Winnetka Weekly Talk” with a very good piece of copy well 
in the center of the first page under the heading (put in by 
the editor) ”To speak on the Rhur.” Another piece of news is 
going to’’Winnetka Weekly Talk” " to appear on the following 
Saturday, and will undoubtedly be put in about as written, 
although the position cannot be certain until the paper appears. 
In addition several hundred personally addressed postal cards 
have been sent to the members of the Women’s League o^^ters 
in the village, and cards are being placed in all the/windows.. 

You will be interested, I know, to know that Mr. 
Horace Armstrong and Mr. Laird Bell have both assured iae they 
would like to make a small contribution to your work of dis¬ 
tributing your book. I imagine Mr. Laird Bell will make a 
contribution of something like $50. I do not know what Mr. 
Armstrong's is likely to be. Mr. Bell is one of those in 
whose home I tried in the first instance to get the meeting, 
but not being very definitely identified with religious things, 
as well as for one or two other reasons, I did not succeed in 
putting it across with him. He is not invited to the Ferry 
home because of a little personal animus on his part which is 
not serious, but made it seem unwise to. have him included in 
the list of invitations. 

There will be mailed out on Monday afternoon to 
the entire list of people invited to Mrs. Ferry’s a letter 
as per enclosed copy. In this there will be a return self- 
addressed unstamped envelope which I have had sent to me. 

This makes it possible for me to pass the amountSf. 

I have told Mrs. Ferry that while you will speak 
very frankly/^our project and your need, there will not be 
financial solicitation in her home. 

I hope that you will feel that these preparations 
cover the matter adequately. 

I shall expect to hear from you by phone in my 
office on Monday when you arrive in the city, and Mrs. McKinney 
and I are wanting to entertain you in our home Monday and Tues¬ 
day evening. 


My own trip Fast keeps being postponed from time 
to time, and it now appears that it will, not come before you 
are West in any event, when I can talk the matter over with 
you more at leisure.

Dear Mr. Page: 

I had just finished reading your book in its pamphlet 
form when the other copy came. I sincerely thank you for 
thinking of me and letting me have the book as from yourself. 

After reading it I was all the more regretful that I had 
not the honor of associating my name with yours in a volume which, 
in my judgment, stands at the very top of all such books that I 
have read. Your reasoning, to me, is pretty conclusive. Of 
course here and there we might find our view r s diverged, but I was 
particularly struck by the practical way you handle the whole 
question. Personally, I have reached the conclusion that it is up 
to the Church to declare whether or not war, in any circumstances, 
is any longer legitimate. As I have been saying recently, war is 
the wholesale transgression of the unqualified moral unjunction, 

"Thou shalt not kill". It is the business of the Church to dis¬ 
cover what conditions, if any, alter its character from a sin and 
a crime to a divine virtue and a patriotic glory, 

I was impressed by your insistence that sooner or later the 
nations must agree on some control and distribution of production 
as touching the great necessities of life. When I came to reflect, 

I discovered that this is exactly what the nations are endeavoring 
to do so far as production of the poppy and coca leaf are concerned. 
Naturally the question arises, if this can be done for one neces¬ 
sity common to all nations, why not with others? 

We need infinite patience. The other day I was looking at 
a trllobite, and a friend standing by said, "Does not the contem¬ 
plation of that bit of God’s handiwork help one to be patient?" 

As you say, there is no panacea and our transformation of human 
motives must be a work of ages. If we can but give people a con¬ 
science against war and a confidence in the possibility of such 
a degree of mutual understanding as will, at least, minimize inter¬ 
national friction, we shall have done a great deal in our generation. 
I was deeply impressed by what Foerster said in a recent article — 
namely, that if we would only make the venture we would find that the 
Sermon on the Mount was not only divine truth but also mundane truth.

At a recent meeting of the Program Committee of the Silver Bay Con¬ 
ference of the Missionary Education Movement it was voted to ask you to be 
present with us next summer, July 5-15, to take a course for more advanced 



leaders and faculty members on some subject which you think should strongly 


appeal to them at this time. Last year we planned such a course to use Ell- 
wood's Reconstruction of Religion, but owing to a number of accidents had no 
leader for it. Our Conference is intended for those in the Church who wish 
some advanced training in missionary education. The denominational confer¬ 
ences furnish inspiration and a little start. We wish to take delegates who 
have already attended denominational conferences, and provide them with more 
specialized work. I inclose a program of last year to show you the sort of 
work we are trying to do. *Your course would be M 3 and would probably be 
attended by some of the more mature delegates, pastors and others, and a num¬ 
ber of the faculty members. We feel that it is highly important to bring our 
mature delegates face to face with the most urgent issues before the Church 
today. 

We shall be glad to provide your expenses and to offer a small hon¬ 
orarium. The exact subject can be settled by conference later.
